BELL-ANS IS A WONDERFULLY FINE 
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Text of Root Resolution on China as Adopted 
by the Far Eastern Committee of Conference

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The text of the agreement on general 
principles to be observed in the investigation regarding China, as 
subscribed to by the representatives of eight powers in the Commit- 
tee on Pacific and Far Eastern Questions, was made public of ficially 
tonight by Secretary Hughes. It was drafted by Elihu Root, dis- 
cussed and amended. The text as adopted follows: 


It is the firm intention of the powers attending this conference 
hereinafter mentioned, to wit., the United States of America, 
Belgium, the British Empire, France, Italy, Japan, the Netherlands 
and Portugal: 

(1) To respect the sovereignty, the independence and the 
territorial and administrative integrity of China. 

(2) To provide the fullest and most unembarrassed opportunity 
to China to develop and maintain for herself effective and stable 
government. . 

(8) To use their influence for the purpose of effectually 
establishing and maintaining the principle of equal opportunity 
for the commerce and industry of all nations throughout the 
territory of China. 

(4) To refrain from taking advantage of the present conditions 
in order to seek special rights or privileges which would abridge 
the rights of the subjects or citizens of friendly States and from 
countenancing action inimical to the security of such States.

PREMIER BRIAND. 


Gentlemen, you will readily admit 
that I, as a delegate of France, should 
feel moved when rising to speak from 
this full-sounding platform, whence 
every word that is said goes to the at- 
tentive and anxious ear of the world 
and of all civilized people. 

I wish, first of all, to thank my col- 
leagues of the conference who, on tho 
opening of this public meeting, so 
kindly allowed me to speak as the rep- 
resentative of my country. 

I shall endeavor to make it appear 
to your eyes and to the eyes of the 
world with its true, genuine face, as it 
is, that will show you that she is 
ready, and I might say perhaps more 
ready than any other country, to di- 
rect her attention and her earnest will 
to whatever steps may be thought de- 
sirable in order to insure final peace 
for the world. Nothing for my col- 
leagues and myself would be more 
Pleasant than to be able to tell you 
this: We bring here sacrifices to the 
fullest extent possible. We have our 
own security insured. We lay down 
arms. We should be so happy to be 
able to make that gesture in order to 
participate in in the final disarm- 
ament of.fhe world. 

Unfortunately, we cannot speak in 
this way. I say also, unfortunately, 
we have not the right to do so. I shall 
briefly explain later on for what rea- 
sons. I shall tell you, for France, 
that she wants to make peace. If you 
waht to make peace, there must be 
two people, yourself and the neigh 
bor opposite. To make peace—I am 
speaking, of course, of land arma- 
ment—it is not sufficient to reduce ef- 
fectives and decrease war material. 
That is the physical side, a physical 
aspect of things. 


‘Wants Moral Disarmament. 


There is another consideration which 
we have no right to neglect in such a 
Problem, that touches vital questions 
which are of the most serious charac- 
ter for the country concerned. It is 
Mecessary that besides this physical 
disarmament there should be in those 
same circles what I shall call a gen- 
eral atmosphere of peace. In other 
words, a moral disarmament is as nec- 
essary as tne material one. 

I have the right to say this, and I 
hope to be able to prove it to you. 
And I have the right to say to you that 
in Europe, as it is at present, there 
are serious elements of instability, 
there are such conditions prevailing 
that France is obliged to face them, 
and to contemplate the necessary mat- 
ters from the point of view of her 
own security. 

I am now staying in a country many 
of the men of which have already en- 
jJoyed the opportunity of seeing France 
and knowing exactly what she is. 
Tey came to us in the most critical 
time of the war. They came and shed 
their blood—mingled their blood with 
ours, and they shared our life, and 
they have seen France, and they now 
know what France is. And certainly 
these men have contributed to en- 
lighten thei rown countrymen, and 
they have done everything to dispel 
and drive away those noxious gases 
which have been spread about, and 
under which certain people have been 
trying tc mask and to conceal the 
true face of France. 

Here in this country you are living 
among States which do not know the 
entangled barriers and frontiers ef 
Europe. Here you live in an immense 
expanse of space. You do not know 
any factions on your own land. You 
have nothing to fear. So that it is 
rather difficult for some of you—it 
must be difficult for some of you—to 
realize what are the conditions at 
present prevailing in Europe, after 
war and after victory. 

I quite admit. that every citizen of 
the United States should come and 
tell me this: ‘The war os won. Peace 
is signed. Germany has reduced her 
army ‘to a great extent. Most of her 
war miaterial has been destroyed. 
What is it that prevents peace from 
now reigning in Europe? Why is it 
that France keeps such a considerable 
army, abundantly provided with war 
material? 

Spurns Suspicion of France. 


Of course, In saying this only cer- 
tain people have got something at 
the back of their minds. They suggest 
that France also has some hidden 
thought—some hidden design. It has 
been said that France wanted to install 
in Europe a sort of military suprem- 
acy, and that after all she wanted to 
be so simply to take the place Ger- 
many occupied before the war. 

Gentlemen, perhaps this is the most 
painful, heartrending and cruel thing 
that a Frenchman can hear. 

And for them to say it, after the 
direful war from which we have just 
emerged—unprovoked war which we 
had to undergo—to be again in the 
cruel necessity to give to the world 
only the appearance that we have per- 
fidious intentions and military design 
—this, gentlemen, constitutes, I may 
gay, the most disheartening thing for 
us. 

If we had not the full confidence 
of tnose that know my country, those 
that have seen it—they can testify that 
not one word of it is true. If there 
fs a country that has deliberately 
turned her steps toward peace, that 
wants peace with all her heart, be- 
lieves in it with her entire faith—if 
there is a country that does this, 
gentlemen, it is France. 

Since the armistice we have had 
many disappointments. France has 
bad to wait for certain realizations 
which she has not been able to get. 
She has seen Germany digress—haggle 
over the signature which had been 
given. Germany has refused to stand 
by her pledged word. She has refused 
to pay compensation due for the dev- 
astated regions. She has declined to 


make the gesture of chastisement that, 
after all, every man of sense would 
expect after the horrors that we have 
witnessed. Germany has refused to 
disarm. 

At that time France was strong 
and Germany could not resist. Public 
opinion in France was naturally im- 

atient; while under this provocation 

rance remained perfectly cool. There 
was not one gesture on her part to 
@ggravate the situation. I may say 
here emphatically in the face of the 
world, we have no hatred in our 
hearts, and France will do everything 
she can. She will use every means to 
prevent between Germany and her- 
self a recurrence of these bloody con- 
flicts. She wishes for nothing else 
but that the two peoples should be 
able to live side by side in the normal 
conditions of peace. 

But, after all, we have no right to 
forget. We have no right to abandon 
ourselves. We have no right to weaken 
our position: and were It only because

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Part of Germany Warlike Still. 


Gentlemen, I spoke a few moments 
ago of the moral aspect of disarma- 
ment, and I referred in my remarks to 
Germany. I do not want to be unjust; 
nothing is further from my mind. But 
we knew there is in Germany, there 
is one part of Germany, that is for 
peace. There are many people, es- 
pecially among the working classes, 
who want to work, who have had 
enough of this war, who have had 
enough of war altogether, and are 
most anxious to settle down in peace, 
and also to set to work. We shall do 
everything to h=lp that Germany, and 
if she wants to restore her balance 
in the bosom of a pacific republic 
and democratic institutions, then we 
can help her, and we shall all be able 
to contemplate the future with feel- 
ings of security. 

But, gentlemen, there is another 
Germany, a Germany which has not 
changed her mind and to which the 
last war has taught no lesson. That 
Germany keeps thoughts in the back 
of her mind; she has the same de- 
signs which she entertained before the 
war; she has kept the same preoccu- 
pations and she cherishes the same 
ambitions as the Hohenzollerns did. 
And how can we close our eyes to 
this? How can we ignore this state of 
things? 

This, gentlemen, is happening at our 
very doors, we have only got to look. 
This is happening but a few miles 
from us, and we follow the thoughts 
of the Germans, or certain Germans, 
and the evolution which is taking 
place. And more than that, we have 
witnessed certain attempts to return 
to the former state of things. 

Nobody could be mistaken about the 
real bearing of what was called the 
Kapp Putsch. We know very well 
that if it had succeeded, Germany 
would have returned to her pre-war 
state, and we do not know what might 
have happened, or, rather, we know 
too well what would have been the 
consequences of such a state of things. 


Reads from Ludendorff Book. 


Gentlémen, « vo1ume has been pub- 
lished by no less a man than Field 
Marshal Lndendorff, who still enjoys 
great authority In many German 
circles, and who is followed by a 
great part of the élite in Germany, 
professors, philosophers, writers, &c. 
What do we read in this book? Gentle- 
men, I should not like to make too 
many quotatjons. I should not like to 
prolong this speech, and perhaps draw 
too much of your attention, but this 
is part of my brief, and if you are, 
like me, convinced that the moral 
element is of the utmost importance, 
you will allow me to-read just two or 
three passages. This- is the first 
quotation: 

‘It is necessary that we should 
learn to understand that we live in a 
warlike time, that struggle will re- 
main forever for the single individual, 
as for the State, a natural phenome- 
non; and that the struggle is equally 
on the divine order of the world.”’ 

In the same book Marshal Luden- 
dorff produces these terrible words of 
de Moltke on the 11th of December, 
1919: 

‘* Eternal peace is a dream. It is 
not even a beautiful dream, and war is 
one of the parts of the order of the 
world, such as it has been created by 
God. It is by war that are developed 
the noblest virtues of man, courage, 
disinterestedness, devotion to duty and 
the spirit of sacrifice, up to the 
abandonment of one’s own life. With- 
out war the world would sink in the 
morass of materialism.”’ 

And further, this is Marshal Luden- 
dorff himself speaking now: 

“It is for the political education of 
the German people, and it is an indis- 
pensable notion with the knowledge of 
this fact, that in the future war will 
be the last and the only decisive 
means of policy; that thought, com- 
pleted by the virile life of war, the 
Entente shall not be able to forbid the 
Jerman people to entertain, although 
they are trying to take it away from 
us. War is the cornerstone of all 
intelligent policy. It is the corner- 
stone of every form of future even, 
and chiefly of the future of the Ger- 
man people.’’ 

And, lastly, 
says this: 

‘“‘The warlike qualities of the Prus- 
sian and German army have been put 
to the proof on the bloody battle- 
fields. The German people need no 
other qualities for their moral renova- 
tion. The spirit of the former army 
must be the germ which will allow 
this renovation to take place.’’ 

Such, gentlemen, are the words used 
by the highest German authorities who 
have preserved, and I can quite under- 
stand it, the full part, the great part 
at least, of the confidence of the Ger- 
man people, and that is what we are 
listening to now. After a war that 
has caused the death of millions of 
men, after the sore wounds that’ have 
been inflicted and that are still bleed- 
ing in the sides of the countries of 
Europe, that is the sort of thing that 
is bejng taught at the very door of 
France. How can you expect that 
France should close her eyes to such 
words? 


Germany’s Potential Soldiers. 


I now come to the physical aspects 
of disarmament. I can quite under- 
stand that somebody ‘might say it is 
not. sufficient to harbor evil designs; 
to make war one must have appro- 
priate means, because when it is a 
question of war enormous effectives 
are necessary; you-must have the of- 
ficers and non-commissicned officers; 
you must have plentiful material— 
rifles, guns, machine guns, artillery, 
&c.—and Germany has no longer any 
of these. 


Germany, from the point of view of 
effectives, just emerging from the 
war, from a war where her men have 
been fighting for four years—and I 
should be the last to underestimate 
the valor of her soldiers—our soldiers 
have had to face and to fight the 
German soldiers, and they know to 
what point the German soldier is able 
to carry his heroism; but eGrmany 
just issuing from the war, still has 
7,000,000 men over there in Germany 
who have made the war. Of course, 
you will say they are not actually 
serving under the flag, they are not 
living in barracks. Certainly. Have 
these men a officers and non-com- 
missioned officers ready to be mar- 
shaled to the field? Is it possible to 
mobilize such an army tomorrow? 

To this question I answer “ yes, 
and I am going to explain it. Since 
the war, since the moment peace was 
signed, Germany has constituted a 
force, a so-called police force, which 
was intended for the maintenance of 

ublic order. ‘That force is called the 

eichswehr. It is to include 100,006 
men, and, in fact, does include 100,000 
men. But what men? They are near- 
ae all — or ri A gr 

cers. mean, gentlemen, - 
lara, all having served in or having 
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belonged to the old army. Therefore, 
the cadres are ready there, the of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers 
are ready to marshal the army of 
tomorrow. 

And what is that army? Is it in 
conformity with the requirements of 
the Peace Treaty? It is only for pur- 
poses of public order? No. There are 
a certain number of those of which I 
have to express the state of facts as 
they are. 

According to secret instructions is- 
sued by the military authorities, the 
Reichswehr is to prepare not only for 
police purposes but also for war, and 
is to train for war, with the neces- 
sary rehearsals and manoeuvres. 

There is something more. Ger- 
many kas-' another denomination. 
There i3 another group called Ein- 
wohnerwehr. This group includes al- 
most all the men of good-will who 
are ready to serve their country in 
time of need, and, instead of using 
it only tc preserve internal order, it 
might be used for other purposes. 

The danger was 50 real that the 
Allies were obliged to send an ulti- 
matum to Germany to demand this 
force should be disarmed. 


Recognizes Wirth’s Good Will. 


At another moment, under an or- 
ganization called the Orgesch, which 
is the organization of war, the Ein- 
wohnerwehr acquired such strength 
and became such a threat that the 
Prime Minister of Bavaria, animated 
by a spirit of revolt, informed the 
world that he had at his disposal 
and he could raise in a short time 
an army of 300,000, plentifully pro- 
vided with rifles, machine guns and 
artillery. Well, that force has been 
disorganized. The German Govern- 
ment has done its duty, and nobody 
more than myself is ready to rec- 
ognize it. - 

It ig only a duty on my part, a mere 
duty; a mere sense of fair play. I 
stated it in my own Parliament. I am 
ready to recognize that the German 
Chancellor, Chancellor Wirth is a man 
of good-will, animated by fair pur- 
poses, loyal and frank, and that he 
has applied every endeavor, acting 
with no small merit on his part, in 
order to really realize a state of peace, 
and honor the signature of Germany. 

But this Government in Germany is 
any moment. While I may say that 
on our side we are ready to do every- 
thing in order to allow this great peo- 
ple to return to normal conditions of 
peace, and the German Government, 
as I said, dissolves the Einwohner- 
dissolves the Einwohnerwehr, there 1s 
something else, gentlemen. 

There is another force, which is 
called the Chezheitz Politze. That is- 
also a police force. It includes 150,000 
men. These are enlisted men. The 
force is-Composed exclusively of regu- 
lars, officers, and non-commissioned 
officers, or at least non-commissiend 
officers ready to undergo a new period 
of military service. We demanded the 
dissolution of this force, but what 
happened? The Chezheitz Politze dis- 
appeared, but another appeared in its 
place—Schutz Politize; but it was just 
the same. That included 150,000 men. 
So that, instead of its being a local 
police force, it became a general police 
force at the disposal of the Central 
Government, that could be used any: 
where on German territory; so that 
we come to a total of 250,000 men, and 
enough men that are real officers, 
ready to marshal the troops who are 
training, to be ready instantly in case 
of war, These men are constantly 
watched by the Government. 

The Government keeps them under 
its hands. These 7,000,000 men have 
not returned to civil life, to civil occu- 
pations entirely. They are grouped 
together in this marvelously ingeffious 
way which the German people always 
have when they want to achieve their 
purposes. They are called Frei Corps, 
or former combatants’ a ssociations, 
and what not. <Any day, any anniver- 
sary—and Germans are rather fond 
of anniversaries—is favorable in order 
to convene these men and marshal 
them, to see that -you have got them 
under your hand ready to do the work 
that is to be done. 


Mobilization for Silesia. 


We are Frenchmen. We know that. 
It is happening at our door. And I 
will only give you an example to show 
you how rapidly these organizations 
might be put on a war footing. Just 
one second. When the Upper Silesian 
question reached a somewhat acute 
stage recently, within a few weeks, I 
might almost say within a few days, 
there were, out of these Frei Corps 
or other bodies, about 40,000 men ready 
with guns, machine guns, rifles, ar- 
mored trains, and with most. perfect 
military instruments, so that this 
force should have its full combatant 
value. 

These are facts, gentlemen. I am 
not noticing them and bringing them 
here just to make my case better. 
They are facts that have been verified, 
and that everybody can ascertain for 
himself. ‘Therefore, as a question of 
fact and from the point of view of ef- 
fectives, Germany can rise in a few 
weeks, and perhaps almost in a few 
days and can begin to raise her 6,000,- 
000 or 7,000,000 men with their offi- 
cers again and the non-commissioned 
officers are ready to do the work. 

Now I must ask the great people of 
the United States, so fond of justice, 
so noble in their purposes, to answer 
me when I tell them this: Suppose by 
your side, oh, American people, a na- 
tion which has been for years and 
centuries in bloody conflict with you; 
and suppose that this nation, you feel, 
is still ready, morally and materially, 
to enter into a new struggle. What 
would you do? 

Would you turn away your eyes? 


Would you close your eyes to a dan- 
ger that was threatening you? You 
that are said to be such a positive, 
such a precise people, would you close 
your eyes? Would you not desire to 
do everything in your power in order to 
safeguard your life, and, what is more, 
your honor? Would you do anything 
to weaken yourselves? No. There is 
not one citizen in the whole United 
States who would not answer me: ‘‘No, 
never in the world!’’ 

France is looking upon. what is. hap- 
pening. France does not exaggerate. 
She is only watching and waiting. 

I now come to the question of war 
material. We have been told that 
there was no more war material. It 
is true the commissions of control in 
Germany have done admirable work. 
A great many guns—artillery, I mean 
—have been destroyed. Some of the 
destruction las been supervised by the 
allied officers. It is real. 

Other destruction has taken place, as 
we have been told. We might have a 
doubt. We are not quite certain. But 
we must give the opponents the bene- 
fit of the doubt, and we believe the 
destruction on that side is practically 
completed. 


|War Industries Available. 


But the problem of war material is 
one that can easily be solved. You 
have seen, in the war, 
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cause if the help had not come so 
quickly we might have been down, fi- 
nally—you have seen how quickly im- 
mense armies have come over to us, 
provided with the most modern mate- 
rial, and fought on our side upon the 
battlefields. 

Well, what is Germany but a vast 
country of industry—industrially or- 
ganized? Germany always had two 
aims. The first was trade, commerce. 
And that is only natural. The second 
was war. All her industries, all her 
manufactures, have been working to 
the full during the war, and they have 
developed since. 

Everything is ready in Germany, the 
plans, the designs and calibres. Every- 
thing is there ready to insure a steady 
manufacturing of guns, machine guns 
and rifles. Suppose that during a pe- 
riod of diplomatic tension, purposely 
protracted for a number of weeks, 
certain of the manufacturers, certain 
of the works, begin to fabricate, just 
at the beginning, just to start the 
war, just to set the war going, and 
then go on manufacturing guns and 
rifles and artillery; what would hap- 
pen? It is not only in Germany that 
industry can work to the full. You 
can make preparations outside. In 
fact, preparations have actually taken 
place. In fact, great captains of in- 
dustry or great industrial magnates 
have bought important firms in Scan- 
dinavia and in other parts of Europe. 

It is easy enough to fabricate these 
guns without our seeing it, outside of 
our supervision. You know very well 
that it is possible to build great rail- 
roads. You know very well that it is 
impossible to bring here the proof that 
Germany is not actually making or 
purchasing war materials. 

It is different from the navy. It is 
rather difficult to lay the keel of a 
ship in the stocks, to prepare the 
dockyards without the world knowing 
it. But suppose that was possible, do 
you think you could launch a capital 
ship without somehody being on the 
spot and knowing what was happen- 
ing? But the guns, the rifles, the ma- 
chine guns—any instruments used on 
the field of battle—they can be manu- 
factured and cannot be controlled with 
any measure of certainty. 

Ah, gentlemen, this is not the first 
time in history that France has had 
to face a situation of this kind. We 
have known Prussia disarmed. And 
disarmed by whom? By Napoleon. 
Well, that Prussia, which seemed 
practically disarmed, which was harm- 
less to all intents and purposes, we 
found her again on the battlefield 
and we were nearly bled white. How 
can we forget that? 


“ Direful Lesson” Remains. 


Of course, we know what is often 
said of the French people. It is often 
said that we are a frivolous nation 
and that naturally, when the danger 
is passed, we turn our minds to other 
chings—just as befits a frivolous peo- 
ple. Evidently, gentlemen, we are 
not the sort of men to keep our eyes 
steadily fixed on whatever is sad and 
depressing. 

We have not been doing that since 
the war, but we have been too deeply 
wounded, I might almost say mur- 
dered, to forget the direful lesson 
which has just been taught us. Gen- 
tlemen; there are too many homes in 
mourning in the country, there are 
too many men in the streets that are 
disabled and maimed. Even if we 
wanted to forget, we could not. 

Therefore, we have not the right 
and we do not intend to leave France 
defenseless. France must, to all in- 
tents and purposes, protect herself. 

Such is the situation as far as we 
are concerned. You will grant me, 
gentlemen, that it is serious enough. 
But that is not all. What about the 
rest of Europe? Apparently Europe 
is at peace, although here and there 
on the ground certain volumes of 
smoke ‘just arising seem to indicate 
that the fire is not extinguished 
everywhere. I might say that this 
fire is smoldering in certain ‘parts of 
Europe and if France had not had an 
army war would already have broken 
out in Europe again. 

I will just draw your attention to 
one subject to which I may refer later 
on, and that is the subject of Russia. 
Russia is a country of 120,000,000 men, 
which is actually boiling over with 
anarchy. They have an enormous 
standing army, which is in theory 
1,500,000 men but which has a practi- 
cal strength of 600,000 men. What 
wili Russia do? Who can say what 
will happen on that side? 

About a year and a half ago there 
was a wild rush of Russia on Europe.” 
Russia tried to rush Poland and 
through Poland to reach Germany, 
where some people were beckoning to 
her. Gentlemen, we had at that time 
terribly anxious hours in France. If 
the barrier had not held good, if that 
anarchic army had been able to join 
the people who were calling them on 
the other side, what would have hap- 
pened? Where would France be and 
where would the rest of Europe be? 
Happily there was the French army, 
which was the soldier of order for its 
own account and for the sake of the 
world. 

The situation in Russia is far from 
being settled. It is a sort of perma- 
nent anxiety to everybody. What will 
become of that enormous army? 
What could, or might, Germany do in 
order to equip Russia and exploit her? 
We know not. There are so many 
problems, economic, financial, &c., 


with which we have to deal that 
really, gentiemen, we do not know to 
which to turn, but the greatest prob- 
_ of all, the greatest question, is 

e. 

First of all, we must be able to live. 
That is sort of a question mark in 
France. Thanks to our allies, to 
whom our gratitude will remain ever- 
lasting—thanks to their efforts, we 
have been able altogether to insure 
the life, liberty and dignity of men, 
but, gentlemen, I trust you will cer- 
tainly feel the weight of my argu- 
ment and recognize that we are faced 
with a very terribly serious situation. 

When we say we contemplate a re- 
duction of naval armaments, when we 
discuss it with ourselves, heart to 
heart, we could have nothing in our 
minds. We were speaking between 
friends. There is no threat of war; if 
there is any menace to peace it is so 
far distant that you can hardly con- 
ceive it, and yet you have not as- 
sumed the right of ignoring this dan- 
ger altogether. You intend to keep 
your navies to the extent nécessary 
to defend your liberties and insure 


your life. 
For Peace But Not Peril. 


If you do that, gentlemen, on the 
sea, what shall we do when the. dan- 
ger is there at our doors and hang- 
ing over our heads? I may say that 
I have always b2en in favor of peace; 
I have assumed power for the sake 
of peace in very difficult conditions. 
When my country was feeling nat- 
ural impatience at the state of things, 
1 formally attached myself to the 
cause of peace. I fastened my heart 
on that noble task, and I may say 
that if ever peace is to be disturbed im 
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the world, I shall not be the one to 
disturb it. But, gentlemen, precisely 
because I have urged everybody on 
the road of peace, because I have done 
everything in my power in order to 
obtain peace, I feel all the more the 
great weight of the _ responsibility 
which I aave assumed, and if tomor- 
row, because I had been too optimistic, 
I saw my country again attacked, 
trampled under foot, bleeding because 
I had weakened her, gentlemen, I 
should be a most despicable traitor. 

It is that situation which we have 
got to take into account, gentlemen, 
and the weight of the responsibilities 
with which we are burdened. 

Only the other day the course of 
events turned in such a way that it 
certainly became acute, as you know, 
in Upper Silesia. I have already re- 
ferred to this subject. Germany, 
which did not think that the French | 
people were ready to undertake a mili- | 
tary operation, suddenly informed us 
that she was going to send the Reich- 
wehr to the spot in Upper Silesia in 
order to preserve order. | 

Those were momentous times for us, 
and, although I have been through 
many critical times in my life, I may 
say that no hour was perhaps of more 
importance than that, and that I 
clearly and definitely made up my mind, 
and I told Germany that such a thing 
was not possible, and that if Germany 
undertook a thing of the sort she 
would have to bear the consequences, 
and the language was understood. 

But, gentlemen, if I had spoken with- 
out having the French Army back of 
me, what would my words have be- 
come? And if the event had actually 
taken place, what would have become 
of Europe itself? Furope is still in a 
treublous state. 1t is composed of 
young States. newly come to life. 
Who could say what such conflict 
might have become? 

That is the problem and that was 
the problem, and the struggle did not 
take place because it was felt that 
there was still a sufficient force in 
Europe ard in France to preserve or- 
der, 

Quite recently another attempt has 
been made, a certain attempt at the 
restoring of the old order of things in 
the centre of Europe, that might have 
set fire to the powder magazine again. 
Nothing happened, because the Allies 
were in perfect understanding and the 
incident was peaceably settled. 

Gentlemen, I give you these reflec- 
tions for you to ponder over. You will 
see that there is nothing in that that 
would draw us aside from the path 
that leads to final peace. I apologize 
for having been with you so long and 
for having so trespassed upon your at- 
tention. Perhaps at another time the 
President will be less inclined to allow 
me to speak. 


Army to Be Cut By Half. 


The thought of reducing the arma- 
ments, which was the noble purpose 
of this conference, is not one from 
which we would feel disinterested 
from the point of view of land arma- 
ments. We have shown it already. 
Immediately after the armistice de- 
mobilization began, and dempnbiliza- 
tion began as rapidly and as com- 
pletely as possible. According to the 
military laws of France there are to 
be three classes of men: that is, 
three generations of young men under 
the flag. That law is still extant; 
that law is still valid. It has not 
been abrogated yet, and the Govern- 
ment has taken the responsibility to 
reduce to two years the time spent 
under the flag, and instead of three 
classes—three generations of young 
men—we have only two undergoing 
military service. 

It is therefore an immediate re- 
duction by one-third that has already 
taken place in the effectives—and I 
am speaking of the normal effectives 
of the metropolis, leaving aside troops 
needed for colonial occupation cr obli- 
gation imposed by treaty in the 
Rhineland or other countries and 
plebiscites. 

We do not think that endeavor was 
sufficient, and in the future we have 
plans in order to restrict further the 
extent of our armies. In a few days 
it is certain that the proposals of 
the Government will be passed in the 
Chamber, in order to reduce further 
the military service by half. That is 
to say, there will be only one class 
and a half actually serving. The 
metropolitan French army would be 
therefore reduced by half, but if any- 
body asks us to go further, to consent 
to other reductions, I should nave to 
answer clearly and definitely that it 
would be impossible for us to do it 
without exposing ourselves to a most 
serious danger. 

You might possibly come and tell us 
“this danger that you ure exposed to, 
we see it, we realize it and we are 
going to share it with you. We are 
going to offer you all means—put all 
means at your disposal in order to 
secure your safety.” 

Immediately, if we heard those 
words, of course, we would strike upon 
another plan. We should be only too 
pleased to demonstrate the sincerity 
of our purpose. But we understand 
the difficulties and the necessities of 
the statesmen of other countries. We 
understand the position of other peo- 
ples who have also to face difficult 
and troublous situations. 

We are not selfish enough to ask 


other peoples to give a part of their 
sovereign national independence in 
order to turn it to our benefit and 
come to our help. We do not expect 
it; but here I am appealing to your 
consciences, if France is to remain 
alone, facing the situation such as I 
have described—and without any ex- 
aggeration—you must nor deny her 
what she wants in order to insure 
her security. You must let her do 
what she has to do, If the need arises 
and if the time comes. 

I should be the last one here to try 
to restrict the noble endeavors which 
are being made here in order to limit 
armament in the conference which has 
been convened, with such noble pur- 
poses in view, and I should like to be 
able to say that I foresee no limit, no 
restriction to your labors and to the 
results which you may achieve. Any 
question here can be debated and can 
be resolved upcn, but I must draw 
your attention to one thing; moral 
disarmament of France would be very 
dangerous. 


Shuns Moral Isolation. 


Allow me to say it will be most un- 
just. We do not enjoy the sufficient 
condition. We should be ready to do 
it, but the time has not come yet to 
give up our defense for the sake of 
final peace in Burope. 

We have to know, however, that 
France is not morally isolated, that 
she still has with her the men of 
good-will, and the hearts of all ‘people 
who have fought with her on the same 
battlefield. The true condition of a 
moral disarmament in Germany—I | 


mean to say I am referring to these | 


noxious elements of which I have al- 


this time of disarmament in Germany 
lies in the fact that it should be known 
over there that France is not alone, 
and then I feel quite sure that the 
poisonous propaganda of which I have 
spoken will simply run up dead 
against the wall; that it will not be 
able to go through, and that nobody 
anywhere will believe in it. 

If those that still harbor evil de- 
signs know that, and if those that en- 
tertain happy ideas of peace—this 
working class that wants to return to 
a normal state of peace—if it is known 
in Germany that France is not morally 
alone, peace will come back much 
quicker; and the words of anger, the 
words of revenge, will be simply 
preached in the wilderness. It will be 
impossible for Germany to reconstruct 
a defensive army, and she will be able 
to install democratic institutions, and 
then we can all hope for final condi- 
tions of peace. 

Everything that France can do in this 
direction she will do. In fact, she has 
already done much. She did not hesi- 
tate to open conversations with the 
German Government in order to settle 
this painful question of reparation for 
the devastated regions. Everything 
has been done and will be done in 
order to restore normal conditions, 
and the hour will come when every- 
thing will be settled, but the 
has not come yet. 

If by direction given to the labors of 
the conference it were possible some- 
where over there in Europe—if it were 
possible to say that the outcome 
this conference is indirect blame 
opprobrium cast upon France—if 
were possible to point out France is 
the only country in the world that is 
still imperialistic, is the only country 
that opposes final disarmament, then, 
gentlemen, indeed this conference 
would have dealt us a severe blow; 
but I am quite sure nothing is further 
from your minds and from your inten- 
tions. 

If after listening to this argument, 
after weighing the reasons which you 
have just heard, you consider it then 
as valid, then, gentlemen, you will 
still be with us and you will agree 
with me and say that France cannot 
possibly do anything but what she has 
actually done. 


MR. BALFOUR 


Mr. Chairman, evident]y this is not 
a fitting moment to deal at 
or in detail with the great 
which has just come to its conclu- 
sion. It has been your privilege, and 
my privilege, to hear one of the great 
masters of Parliamentary oratory. 
We have heard him with admiration, 
we have heard him with a full meas- 
ure of sympathy; but we have done 
much more, I think, than merely 
been the auditors of a great, artistic 
performance. We have heard some- 
thing more than a great speech: we 
have heard a perfectly candid, perfect- 
ly lucid, perfectly unmistakable ex- 
position of the inmost thoughts of the 
Prime Minister of our great ally. 

He has told us, I believe without 
reserve, what are the anxieties, what 
are the preoccupations, of the country 
over whose destinies he presides. He 
has told us what they fear and why 
they fear it. And nothing can be more 
useful, nothing can be more instrue- 
tive to us of other nations, than to 
have this full revelation of the inner 
thoughts of one of our allied and as- 
sociated statesmen. 

We live unger very different condi- 
tions from tke French citizens, for 
whom M. Briand nas so eloquently 
spoken. In the secure homes of 
America no terrors exist or can exist 
comparable to those which inevitably 
haunt the thoughts, waking and sleep- 
ing, of the leaders of French politics: 
For they have what neither you in 
America have nor we in England have. 
I do not venture to speak for the 
other nations represented around the 
table. 


They have at their very doors the 
great country, great in spite of defeat, 
powerful in spite of losses, and of its 
policy, of the course which it means 
to pursue in the future, they neces- 
sarily remain in anxious doubt. 

It is good for us all, J] venture to 
say, from whatever nation we may be 
drawn, from whatever part of the 
great continent we come, that we 
should be initiated, as we have been 
initiated this morning, into the inner 
sanctuary of French policy. 
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Moral Disarmament as to Navies. 


It must be acknowledged, sorrow- 
fully acknowledged, that the speech 
to which we have just listened is not 
hopeful for any immediate solution of 
the great problem of land armaments. 
And why is it—why is it that there. is 
this great difference between land 
armaments and sea armaments? Why 
is it that we all here look forward 
with a confidence, which I think is not 
overrated, a serene confidence, to 
bringing about as a result of our de- 
liberations some great measure, and 
under the guidance of the program 
laid before you by the United States 
wovernment. Why is is we are hope- 
ful of coming to some solution of the 
great naval problem. 

It is because, in the language of M. 
Briand, there has been, in matters 
maritime, a moral disarmament, and 
it is on the basis of the moral disarma- 
ment that the physical and material., 
disarmament ‘s going to be built. 
That is why we are hopeful about the 
naval question. 

And why are we less hopeful about 
at least any immediate settlement of 
the military questions? It is because, 
as M. Briand has explained to you, 
in that case there has not been moral 
disarmament, because we have no as- 
surance, or because the French Gov- 
ernment, who watch these things 


closely, have no assurance either in 
Russia or in Germany that moral dis- 
armament has made the degree of 
progress which would make material 
‘disarmament an immediate  possi- 
bility. 

I do not venture to offer an opinion 
of my own upon this question. I leave 
you to judge of the facts, as they have 
been expounded by one who has pro- 
foundly studied them and whose gifts 
of exposition cannot be excelled. 

Only this I would say, for I need 
hardly tell you that I am not going to 
make a speech: M. Briand appears to 
have some fears less France should 
feel herself in moral fsolation. That 
would be a tragedy indeed. 


Britain Maintains Her Stand. 


That the liberties of Europe and the 
world in general, and of France in 
particular, should be* maintained end 
guarded against the dominating policy 
of her eastern neighbor is the cause 
for which the British Empire fought 
and in which the British Empire still 
believes. Killed on the field of battle, 
we lost nearly a million men. I am 
talking of the British Empire now. 
We lost nearly a million men. We lost 
well over two million men in addition, © 
maimed and wounded. 

We grieve over the sacrifice; we do 
not repent it. And if the cause of in- 
ternational liberty was worthy of this 
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lied powers—I speak not of others, it 
is not my right to speak for them— 
if it deserved and required this sacri- 
fice from one of the allied and asso- 
ciated powers, and if we at all events 
have not changed our views, either as 
to the righteousness of the war or as 
to its necessity, how can it be other- 
wise than that if a similar necessity 
should again arise, if again the lust 
of domination, which has been the 
curse of Europe for so many genera- 
tions, should threaten the peace, the 
independence, the self-development of 
our neighbors and allies, how should 
it be possible that the sympathies, once 
so warm, should become refrigerated, 
should become cold, and that we who 
had done so much for the great cause 
of international liberty, should see 
that cause perish before our eyes 
rather than make further sacrifices in 
its defense? 

Those are the thoughts which rise in 
my mind after hearing the great 
speech of M. Briand. I should only be 
interfering, I should only be weaken- 
ing, its effect, were I to dwell further 
upon it, and I will content myself, 
therefore, with thanking M. Briand 
for the admirable and candid account 
which he has given of the policy of 
his country, and wishing him and his 
country every. success and every prcos- 
perity in that path of unaggressive 
prosperity which I hope and believe 
they are now entering. 


SENATOR SCHANZER 


am going to the 
French language because I wish that 
the thought of the Italian delegation 
shouid arrive direct, and without the 
short delay of translation, direct to 
the French delegation across the table. 

Gentlemen, we have listened with 
almost religious silence to the magnifi- 
cent speech which M. Briand has de- 
livered with warm eloquence to 
plain the position of France and the 
French point of view. 

We are united to France, certainly, 
not only by the bonds of affinity and 
common race, but also by the brother- 
hood in art, by the fraternity.of a 
long and glorious war which received 
a new and unforgettable consecration 
when the two peoples fought together 
on the same battlefields for the sacred 
defense of national liberty and for the 
cause of justice. 

We listened with the greatest at- 
tention to the figures and documents 
quoted by M. Briand, and we found 
with great pleasure that France, in 
spite of the great difficulties, and 
within the limits of probability, was 
ready to contemplate the principle of 
limitation of land armament. 

It is far from my mind to discuss what 
France considers indispensable for her 
national safety. That safety is as

we are still morally by the side of our 
allies cf yesterday and our friends of 
today. 


Plans to Cut Army to 175,000. 


I wanted to say this only, may I be 
allowed to express the wish and the 
hope that the general limitation of 
land armament may become a reality 
within the shortest possible space of 
time? Italy has fought the war for 
the highest aims which/a country can 
seek, but Italy is in her soul a peace 
loving nation. I shall not repeat what 
I had the honor to state at the first 
meeting of the conference, but I should 
like to emphasize again that Italy is 
one of the surest factors of the world's 
peace, that she has na reason wkatso- 
ever of conflict with any other coun- 
try, that she is following and putting 
constantly into action a policy inspired 
by the principle of maintaining peace 
among all nations. 

Italy has succeeded in coming to a 
direct understanding with the Serb, 
Croat and Slovene people, and in or- 
der to attain such an end has made 
considerable sacrifices for the interest 
of ‘the peace of Europe. Italy has 
pursued toward the successor ccun- 
tries to her former enemies a policy 
not only of pacification, but of 
sistance; and when a conflict arose 
between Austria and Hungary, a con- 
flict which might have dragged into 
war the Danubian peoples, off2red to 
the two countries in conflict her 
friendly help in order to settle the dis- 
pute. Italy has succeeded and in’ so 
doing has actively contributed to the 
peace of Europe. 

Moreover, Italy has acted similarly 
within her own frontiers and has re- 
duced her armed forces in the largest 
possible measure. ‘She has consider- 
ably curtailed her navy expenditures 
in comparison to the pre-war time. 
The total amount of her armed forces 
does not exceed 200,000 men, and a 
further reduction to 175,000 men is al- 
ready planned, and 35,000 colored 
troops. 


Ordinary War Budget 52,000,000. 


Our ordinary war budget for the 
present financial year amounts to 
$52,000,000, including $11,000,000 ex- 
penses for police forces; the extraordi- 
nary part of the war budget, repre- 
senting expenses dependent for the 
liquidation of the war, expenses 
therefore of a purely transitory char- 
acter, amounts to $62,000,000. 

However, although we have all re- 
duced our armaments to the greatest 
possible extent, we consider it neces- 
sary, for a complete solution of the 
problem of limitation of armament in 
Europe, to take into consideration the 
armaments of the countries either cre- 


ated or transformed as a result of the 
war. The problem is not a simple one. 
It must be considered as a whole. It 
is a serious and urgent problem, for 
which a solution at no far distant day 
is necessary. 

Gentlemen, I trust I have said all 
that is necessary to explain the Italian 
point of view. The United States in 
calling this conference has taken a 
great and noble initiative, with the 
aim of-creating sound guarantees for 
the safeguarding of the peace of the 
world. 

In conclusion, may I express the 
desire and the hope that the confer- 
ence, while taking into account the 
present difficulties, should give at- 
tention also to the problem of the limi- 
tation of land armaments, the solution 
of which is an essential condition for 
promoting throughout the world that 
atmosphere of peace which M. Briand 
has so clearly explained and without 
which it would be nopeless to antici- 
pate that the economic and social re- 
construction of the nations which have 
suffered most severely during and 
after the war may be fulfilled? 


BARON KATO 


It is needless for me to assure M. 
Briand that Japan has nothing but a 
most profound sympathy for the pecu- 
liarly difficult position which has been 
so clearly and so eloquently presented 
to us this morning. May I venture 
also to add Japan’s appreciation of 
and sympathies for the great sacri- 
fices in men and wealth made by 
France, the British Empire, Italy and 
the United States in the great war for 
the cause of peace, justice and har- 
mony? 

I would like to say this morning 
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just a few words on land armament 
limitation. Japan quite ready to 
announce her hearty approval of the 
principle which aims to relleve a peo- 
ple of heavy burdens by limiting land 
armaments to those which are neces- 
for national security and the 
maintenance of order within the terri- 
tory. 

The size of the land armaments of 
each State should be determined by 
its peculiar geographical situation and 
other circumstances, and these basic 
factors are so divergent and compli- 
cated that an effort to draw rinai 
comparisons is hardly possible. If I 
may venture tc say it, it is not an 
easy task to tay down a general 
scheme for the limitation of land ar- 
maments, as in the case of limitation 
of naval armaments. Nevertheless, 
Japan has not the slightest intention 
of maintaining land armaments which 
are in excess of those which are abso- 
lutely necessary for purely 
purposes, necessitated by 
Eastern situation.

King Albert of the Belgians, in his 
message to President Harding; used, 
I’ will say that the sBelgian nation 
calls with her earnest wishes for the 
moment where the general situation 
will allow us to enter apon the path of 
limitation of armaments.

May I in response to a word 
which challenged us all as it was ut- 
tered by M. Briand, that there is no 
moral isolation for the of 
liberty and justice? We understand 
the difficulties: what has been said 
will be read thoroughout this broad 
land by a people that desires to un- 
derstand. 

The essential condition of progress 
toward a mutual understanding and a 
maintenance of the peace of the world 
is that we should know exactly the 
difficulties which each nation*has to 
consider, that we should be able just- 
ly to appraise them, that we should 
have the most candid and complete 
statement of all that is involved in 
them, and then, with that full appre- 
ciation of the apprehensions, of the 
dangers, of all that may create obsta- 
cles in the path of the policy that we 
are most anxious to pursue, we should 
then plan to meet the case to the 
utmost practicable extent: and thus 
the will to peace may have effective 
expression.

The first of China’s ten points 
submitted last Wednesday sought to ob- 
tain from the conference an agreement 
that ‘‘ the powers engage to respect and 
observe the territorial integrity and po- 
litical and administrative independence 
of the Cninese Republic.’ 


Not the “Chinese Republic.” 


The formula adopted on the basis of 
Mr. Root’s proposals today differs es- 
sentially in its wording from what the 
Chinese asked. First of all, it deals 
broadly with ‘‘ China ’’ rather than with 
the ‘‘ Chinese Republic.”” To 


the eight powers to respect and observe 


the terntorial integrity and political 
and adniinistrative independence of the 
“Chinese Republic.”’ 

The delegates did not consider it with- 
in their province to enter into any un- 
dertaking to respect and observe the 
integrity and political or other inde- 
pendence of the ‘‘ Chinese Republic,”’ or 
any other particular régime in China, 
but they did consider it their duty to 
give a clear and explicit pledge of their 
attitude toward the Chinese peoplo as a 
whole, and for that reason, it is un- 
derstood, the word ‘* China’’ was used 
in the resolution. 

But the words ‘“ sovereignty,’ ‘‘ inde- 
pendence,” ‘*' territorial and administra- 
tive integrity of China,’’ as used in the 


resolution adopted today, it was ex- 


‘{ plained, are qualified in no way, and 


it is understood to be the belief of the 
delegates who adopted the resolution 
that no broader guarantee of freedom 
could have been given in a ‘“ declara- 
tion of principles.’"’ 

Aside from these guarantees, the sec- 
ond paragraph in the resolution adopted 
today declares the intention of the elght 
powers to provide not only opportunity, 
but also the ‘fullest and most uwnem- 
barrassed opportunity ’’ to China to de- 
velop and maintain for herself an effec- 
tive and stable Government. The sub- 
scribing powers do not feel that there 
is any such Government now in China, 
but that such a Government -nust be 
** developed,’’ and that they should unitc 
{n providing China with the opportunity 
not only for such ‘ development,’’ but 
also do what they can to’enable Chiga 
to maintain such a Government for her- 
self after it has been developed. 


Emphatic on the Open Deer. 


Emphasis is placed on the fact that 
the formula does not content itself with 
mere honeyed words in support of the 
open door, but goes much farther and 


declares the “‘firm’’ intention of the 
eight powers to “‘ use their influence ”’ 
for the purpose of “effectually '’ es- 
tablishing and ‘ maintaining’’ the 
principle of equal opportunity. It also 
pledges the powers to ‘*’ refrain” from 
taking advantage of present conditions 
in order~to seek “special rights and 
privileges ’’ which would abridge the 
rights of the subjects of friendly states. 

All that is meant by the final phrase, 
which ¢Ceclares that the eight powers 
will also refrain from ‘‘ countenancing 
action inimical to the security of such 
States,’’ does not appear on the face of 
the resolution. This is understood to be 
intended as a pledge by each of the 
eight powers not to Indulge in any ac- 
tion that would thregten or injure the 
security of any friendly States con- 
cerned in the Far Eastern problem. It 
is probable that this principle might be 
invoked, should occasion arise, to pre- 
vent any action by any of these powers 
that would in any way sanction the 
violation of Chinese territory in any 
attack from Russian or other directions 
against the national security of Japan 
as during the Russo-Japanese War, or 
any action by Japan or any other power 
that would be inimical to the security 
of Siberia, Russia, or other States 
through violation of the sovereignty or 
neutrality of China.

For many years Chinese authorities have 
let one after another of the functions of 
internal administration fall into the 
hands of foreign powers. Japan even 
operates its own post office in the 
Chinese capital, in addition to perform- 
ing various other administrative func- 
tions, particularly along the ratlroads 
under Japanese control. 

Whether the effect of the declaration 
will be considered by any nation ea 
ing enough to wipe out all of these is 
problematical. It is certain that Japan ,

There has been little surreptitious 
propaganda.

The note of pessimism prevailing before 
the conference assembled has disap- 
peared almost entirely. Facts and un- 
derstandings have given old ‘‘ General 
Pessimism ’’ a blow in the solar plexus. 
In the circles best informed the Frenct 
demands with respect to capital ships 
submarines and the proposed naval holi- 
day have not created any sensation as 
far as known or led to deep depression. 
In a statement at Shanghai Lord 
Northcliffe said that, judging from 
meagre press reports published in the 
East, the Japanese seemed to have 
hypnotized the conference. The fact is 
that Japan has obtained her high stand- 
ing in the conference through confi- 
dence in her good faith. It is bein 
said here that the spirit of the dea 
Hara seems to have impregnated the 
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with regard to the Far East which there 
is reason to believe will be reached by 
he conference, especially since such a 
sromising beginning has been made. 

‘Great Britain must be a_gentle- 
man,’ said one of the prominent Brit- 
ish authorities here at the conference, 
in explaining one of the reasons, if not 
the principal reason, for Great Britain's 
firm adherence to her compact with 
Japan. In further explanation he quoted 
from a speech made on the subject of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance in the 
House of Commons, by Mr. Lloyd 
George last August, while the sessions 
of the British Council of Empire were 
in progress in London. 

In discussing the work of the council 
the British Prime Minister said, among 
other things: 

‘“‘There was ae_ereal_ test 
alliance in the Jate war, and 
who watched what happened can come 
to any other conclusion than that it 
[the treaty] was loyally and faithfully 
interpreted and carried out. by our Jap- 
anese allies. * * * 

‘They loyally, faithfully, in the letter 
and in the spirit, carried out their obli- 
gations. Is it to be suggested that we 
should now turn around and say: ‘ You 
stood by us in trouble, but we do not 
need you any longer, so good-bye?’ 
Would any one behave like that in 
businwss? I say that would not be be- 
coming of the British Empire in deaiing 
with a faithful ally. And let me say 
this: I do not believe there is any ccun- 
try in the world, whether it likes the 
Japanese alliance or does not like it, 
that world think any better cf the 
British Empire if we broke off the alli- 
ance—not one.

This Frankness Is Considered a 


Hopeful Sign of the Success 
of the Deliberations.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—There were 
80 many press conferences today that | 
the correspondents who attempted to at- 
tend them all had little rest. It was a 
day of activity from the opening gong } 
and no one had any very serious com- | 
plaint to make concerning the lack of | 
publicity about what was going on. It | 
is true that the meeting of the steering | 
committee on Pacific and Far Eastern 
problems, held in the afternoon, was 
private, but at its conclusion a com- 
muniqué was issued setting forth a ten- 


tative agreement which it is hoped will 
in the end make obsolete the Anglo- 
Japanese agreement. 

The text of the tentative agreement 
was brief, but the discussions at some | 
of the press conferences which followed | 
the steering committee action were 
frank and open enough. As a rule the | 
representatives of the various nations 
who meet the newspaper correspondents 
informally in this manner are not to be | 
quoted, but this does not mean, neces- 
sarily, that the information supplied 
cannot be divulged. 

The correspondents of all nations dre 
invited to all of these conferences. For 
instance, when the representatives of the 
British meet tne newspaper men, they 
meet all the newspaper men, British, 
American, French, Italian, Chinese, Jap- 
anese and any others who possess the 
proper credentials and wish to sit in. 

Today the correspondents of all na- 
tions were invited to attend conferences | 
as follows: British, 3 P. M.; Chinese, 
4:30 P. M.; Italian, 5 P. M.; Japanese, 
ey a M.; British (second conference), 





Outline Their Views. 


At most of these conferences officials | 
ef prominence subject themselves to 
questions and outline their views. Am- 
bassador Geddes and Lord Riddell are 
among the British representatives who 


frequently enter into these discussions, 
and they seem to enjoy them. Baron 
Kato, head of the Japanese delegation, | 
frequently appears for the Japanese, 

President Harding and_ Secretary | 
Hughes led the way in establishing this 
procedure. All of the correspondents 
were invited to the President’s confer- 
ences, which are held twice a week, 
and the same invitation was extended 
by Secretary Hughes. The President 
has been keeping himself in the back- 
ground a bit so far as the conference 
is concerned, leaving the discussion of 
its developments for the present to the 
American delegates. 

Secretary Hughes has left little to be! 
Cesired as far as frankness is con- 
cerned. His press conferences have 
troved an eye opener to some of the} 
foreign correspondents. There is plenty 
of evidence to convince them that the} 
American position will be to give proper 
publicity to conference happenings and 
not permit secret diplomacy to injure 
chances of success. 

At all of the conferences granted by | 
Armevican and foreign diplomats the cor- 
resnondents are invited to ask aues- 
tions. One prominent British official 
discussed delicate problems for more 
than half an hour at one of these ses-] 
sions and gave replies to every question | 
asked, The discussion was brought to} 
an end only when there was a pause and | 
no further questions were put to him.

006,090, as follows: Cash. $1,484,100; 
debenture stock, $59,661,700; common 
stock, $58.854,200. The New Jersey com- 
pany then paid as a dividend. to its 
common stockholders two shares of the 
Delaware company common stock for 
euch share held in the New Jersey com- 
pany, the stockholder in the latter com- 


| pany retaining his stock in that com- 


pany. 
Phellis received 500 shares of common 


stock in the Delaware corporation for 
| his 250 shares in the New Jersey cor- 


poration, and held on.to the latter. He 


| failed to include these 500 shares in his 


income tax. return for 1915, and the 


| Government assessed the tax on their 


value of $173,750. ; 

‘The plaintiff and all his fellow 
stockholders,’ said Solicitor General 
Beck, #* had received in valuable securi- 
ties, immediately convertible into cash, 
their share of huge war profits, and it 
would seem unconscionable to permit 
them, merély because their dividends 
were in specie and not cash, to escape 
their fair share of the burdens of taxa- 
tion.” 

Hiolds It to Be Taxable. 

In discussing this case Justice Pitney 
observed: 

“ The act under which the tax now in 
question was imposed, declares that in- 
came shall include, among other things, 


| gains derived ‘from interest, rent, divi- 


dends, securities, or the transaction of 
any lawful business carried on for gain 


or profit, or gains or profits and income 
derived from any source whatever. Dis- 
regarding the slight looseness of con- 
struction, we interpret ‘ gains, profits, 
and income derived from dividends,’ &c., 
as meaning not that everything in the 
form of a dividend must be treated as 
income, but that income derived in the 
way of dividends shall be taxed. Hence 
the inquiry must be whether the shares 
of stock in the new company received by 
claimant as a dividend by reason of his 
ownership of stock in the old company 
constituted a gain derived from capital, 
not a gain accruing to capital, nor a 
growth or increment of value in the in- 
vestment, but a gain, a profit, some- 
thing of exchangeable value proceeding 
from the property, severed from the 
capital however invested, and coming in, 
that is, received or drawn by the claim- 
ant he his separate use, benefit and dis- 
posal. 


‘*Claimant’s capital investment was | 


represented by his New Jersey shares. 
Whatever increment of value had ac- 
crued to them prior to Sept. 30, 1915, by 
reason of the surplus profits that there- 
tofore had been accumulated by the com- 
pany, was still a part of claimant's capi- 
tal, from which as yet he had derived 
no actual and, therefore, no taxable in- 
come so far as the surplus-remained un- 


distributed. As yet he had no right to} 
withdraw it or any part of it, could} 


not have such right until action by the 
company or the proper representatives, 
and his interest still was but the general 
property interest of a stockholder in 
the entire assets, business and affairs 
of the company—a capital interest as we 
declared in Bisner vs. Macomber. 
‘*Upon the face of things, however, 
the transfer of the old company’s assets 
to the new company in exchange for the 
securities issued by the latter, and the 
distribution of those securities by the 
old company among its stockholders, 
changed the former situation materially. 
The common stock of the new company, 
after its transfer to the old company 
and prior to its distribution, constituted 
assets of the old company whicn it 
now held to represent its surplus of ac- 
cumulated profits—still, however, a com- 
mon fund in which the individual stock- 
holders of the old company had no 
separate interest. But when this com- 
mon stock was distributed among the 
common stockholders of the old com- 
pany as a dividend, then at once—unless 
the two, companies must be regarded as 
substantially identical--the individual 
stockholders of the old company, includ- 
ing clatmant, received assets of ex- 
changeable and actual value severed 


from their capital interest in the old 


company, proceeding from it.as the re- 
sult of a division of former corporate 
profits, and drawn by thein severally 
for their individual and separate use 
and benefit. Such a gain resulting from 
their ownership of stock in the old com- 
pany and proceeding from it constituted 
individual {ncome in the proper sense. 
“Tt thus appears,’’ the decision con- 
cludes, ‘‘ that in substance and fact, 
as well as in appearances, the dividend 
received by “elaimant was a gain, a 
profit, cerived from his capital inter- 
est in the old company, not in liquida- 
tion of the capital, but in distribution 
of accumulated profits of the company, 
something of exchangeable value pro- 
duced by an: proceeding from his in- 
vestment: therein, severed from it and 
drawn by hin for his separate use. 
Hence, it constituted individual income 
within the meaning of the Income Tax 


law, as clearly as was _ the ogee in

WITH GERMANY NOW 


Consals Fanetioning and Dresel 
Directing Embassy—F razier Be- 
comes Charge in Vienne. 


BERLIN, Nov. 21 (Assaciated Press). 
—The shields of the Amz2rican Consular 
offices in Germany were set up outside 
the buildings today for the first time 
since relations were broken off between 
Germany and the United States. The 
Censuls are now ready to carry on cf- 
fictal business. 

The German Government has been re- 
quested to recognize thirteen Consuls 
provisionally, all of whom have taken 
up their duties, despite the fact that the 
Spanish Consuls, who nave been looking 
after American interests, have recelved 


no directions to turn over the equiz ment 
to the Americans. 

The German Foreign Office is expected 
to give its official recognition in a day 
or two. In the meantime the Consyl 


{General in Berlin, William Coffin, and 


his staff are completing arrangements 
for relieving the Spanish representatives 
and assuming econtrel ef routine bDusi- 
ness. 

The following Consulates have re- 
opened: Berlin, Munich, Hamburg, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Dresden, Leip- 
fic, Stuttgart, Bremen, Coblenz, Co- 
legne, Stettin, Breslau and Kinigsberg. 

Consul General Coffin does net loo 
for much change in commercial relations 
between the two countries, which, he de- 
clares, ‘‘ have really been normal,’’ un- 
til negotiations are cnt2red into for’ a 
commercial agreement.

VIENNA, Nov. 21 (Associated Press). 
—The final step in the resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Austria 
and the, United States was taken today 
when te Chancellor reevsived Arthur 
Hugh Frazier in che capacity cf Chargé 
d’ Affaires. Mr. Frazier formerly held 
the post of American Commissioner in 
Vienna.

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN BREAK. 


London Thinks It Bue to Differences 
Over Egypt’s Foreign Relations. 


LONDON, Nov. 21 (Associated Press), 
—Although in British official circles 
comment on the terminatien of negotia- 
tions with the Egyptian delegation is 
withheld until Adly Yeghen Pasha, head 
of the delegation, reports to the Sultan, 
it was learned authoritatively today that 
the delegation departed for Cairo last 
Saturday convinced of its failure and 
expecting the return of unrest-and inter- 
nal disorders in Egypt when the results 
of the London negotiations were an- 
nouneed. 

The reason for the failure of the nego- 
tiations, which were originally designed 
to accord self-government to Egypt, is 
ascribed by some critics to the unwill- 
ingness of the Forelgn Office to carry 


eut the recommendations made last Feb- 
ruary by Lord Milner, former Colonial 
Secretary, who said in a report to Par- 
liament that ‘‘the promise of sel-gov- 


ernment cannot be postponed.”

Christmas Convention Here to 
Organize to Abolish Capi- 
talism in America. 


WORKERS’ REPUBLIC SOUGHT 


Labor Alllance, Workers’ Council, 
Jewish Socialists and German 
Society Behind Move. 


The American Labor Alliance, the 
Workers’ Council of the United States 
and two other organizations advocat- 
ing Communism, yesterday issued a call 
for a national convention to be held 
in New York from Dec. 23 to 26 to 
organize the Workers’ Party of Amer- 
ica. 

The proposed organization, it was 
said, would aim to ‘‘lead the working 
masses in the struggle for the aboli- 
tion of capitalism, through the estab- 
lishment of a government by the work- 
ing class and for the working class—a 
workers ‘‘ republic in America. ”’ 
Representing the American Labor Al- 
Mance in the negotiations, it was stated, 
were James P. Cannon, Jay Lovestone 
and A. Bittleman; for the Workers’ 
Council, J. Louis Engdahl, secretary, 
Alexander Trachtenberg and J. D. 
Salutsky; for the Jewish Socialist Fed- 
eration, George Wishnak, Paul Juditz 
and I. B. Bailin, and for the German 
Workers’ Educational Society, Ludwig 
Lore and Louis F. Wolf. 

Among the organizations that will par- 
ticipate in the convention are the Fin- 
nish .Socialist Federation, the Jewish 
Workers’ Federation, the Scandinavian 
Socialist Federation, the Greek Socialist 
Union, the Irish-American Labor 
League, the Hungarian Workers’ Fed- 
eration and the Italian Workers’ Fed- 
eration. 

Invitations to the convention are being 
sent to the Proletarian Party, with head- 
quarters at Detroit; the Bohemian So- 
cialist Federation, Chicago, and the Left 
Wing elements of the Italian Socialist 
Federation, the Socialist Labor Party 
and the Jugo-Slav Socialist Federation. 

“At this critical moment,’’ said the 
call for the convention, ‘‘ we must have 
an organization that will not only vali- 
antly defend the workers, but will also 
wage an aggressive battle for the aboli- 
tion of capitalism. Only a revolutionary 
workers’ political party can fulfill this 
task,’’ and it added that such a party, 
growing out of the conference, would 
* participate in all activities ;’’ it would 
‘‘ develop the labor organizations into 
organs of militant struggle against capi- 
talism,’’ it would be ‘‘a party of mili- 
tant, class-conscious workers, bound by 
discipline, with full power in the hands 
of the Central Executive Committee,”’ 
and it would own ‘‘the party’s press 
and all of its activities shall be under 
the control of the Central Executive 
Committee.”’ ; 


SHRINKAGE CONTINUES 
IN OYSTER’S ESTATE 


Large Claims Presented to Ex- 
ecutor of Washington Man Once 
Thought a Millionaire.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The estate 
of George M. Oyster Jr., dairyman and 
horse breeder, who died at the age of 72 
last Spring at Atlantic City, a few 
months after a honeymoon with his 26- 
year-old actress wife, Mrs. Cecil Ready 
Oyster, which was first thought to ex- 
ceed $1,000,000 and then estimated at 
less than $80,000 after probate work 
began, appears likely to be even smaller, 
according to a petition filed today in 
Probate Court by the executor, Edwin C. 
Brandenburgh. 
The executor stated that Mr. Oyster 


had no cash on hand at the time of his 
death, that the expenses of his last ill- 
ness and a part of the funeral expenses 
were advanced by friends and that there 
was need that these advances be settled 
and current expenses of administration 
of the estate be paid. 

Claims filed against the estate total 
$71,884.04, while the inventory shows 
that the household goods, paintings and 
other personal effects are worth but 
$56,496. The carpets and draperies in 
Mrs. Ovyster’s apartment at a hotel were 
surrendered to the management by order 
of the court to settle a rent bill of $1,328. 
The only other personal property be- 
longing to the estate consists of notes 


for $113,178, recently executed by Henry | 


N. Brawner Jr. for the deferred pur- 
chase of the deiry business.

Military officials allege that that inci- 
uent was followed by the shooting up 
of a house occupied by non-union 
miners. 

Colonel Hamrock said he expected 
within. a few days to ascertain the per- 
sons responsible for the shooting and 
prosecute them.

Under the auspices of the Association 
to Promote Proper Housing for Girls, a 
conference on unemployment and hous- 
ing as they affect girls opened at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania with a luncheon 
yesterday. Mrs. Henry Moskowitz, 
Chairman of the association, presided. 
Speakers said that proper housing for 
girls was becoming constantly a more 
serious question, with unemployment 
and falling wages. 

Mrs. Moskowitz said the promised in- 
dustrial revival could not be expected 
before Spring. Pointing out that homes 
for girls usually limited the age of 
their boarders to from 30 to 35, the 
speaker said a home for these older 
women was much nceded in New York. 

‘‘“Warn women outside of New York 
not to come here unless they are as- 
sured of work,’’ said Henry D. Sayer, 
Industrial Commissioner, Department of 
Labor. ‘‘ It is not safe. Women can hélp 
industrial conditions if they stay away. 
If ten women would give me half a day 
every day in the week and visit possible 
employers unemployment conditions 
could be reduced.”

NEW STATE OF NAKHICHEVAN | 


Created in Armenia by Treaty Be- 
tween Azerbaijan and Angora Turks 


LONDON, Nov. 21.—The text of the 


treaty between the Turkish Nationalists 
and: the Soviet Republic of Azerbaijan, 


Armenia, Georgia and the Mountain Re- |} 


public, signed at Kars Oct. 13, has 
reached London. 

The treaty abolishes all existing 
treaties concerning the Transcaucasian 
republics with the exception of the 
Russo-Turkish agreement concluded at 
Moscow in 1920. It stipulates that no 
treaty relating to Turkey will be recog- 
nized in the future unless approved by 
the :Angora Government. 

The treaty creates within Armenian 
territory the small autonomous State of 
Nakhichevan, under the protection of the 
Republic of Azerbaijan.* About half of 
Caucasian Armenia is given to the Turks 
as well as large tracts of territory in 
"Georgia. 

The preamble of the treaty recognizes 
the rights of peoples to self-determina- 
tion.

It was a prod- 
uct of temporary misunderstandings 
since the armistice; of divergencies 
between English and French policy 
during and arter the Congress of 
Paris; of a certain amount of friction 
in the Supreme Council; of actions re- 
solved upon by France without con- 
sulting her allies.

There is, however, one question fré- 
quently put by America to France 
during the past two years. Why does 
she keep up so large a military estab- 
lishment?

Why should the 
French live in constant fear of another 
attack from across the Rhine? To 
these queries M. BrRIAND gave direct 
and explicit answers yesterday. 
France does not desire a big army for 
the army’s sake. She has already re- 
duced :the number. of her ‘‘ Conti- 
nental ’’ troops. She has cut the term 
of military service from three years 
to two, and intends soon further to 
lower it to eighteen months. Her plan 
is presently to demobilize one-half of 
her: regular.army. That will be her 
contribution to land disarmament. 
But beyond that, without some form of 
international guarantees or pledges of 
her security,. she cannot go. 

It was ‘a really‘ touching appeal 
which M. Briann made to American 
understanding and sympathy. Our 
soldiers who fought in’France know 
the significance of the facts which fell 
under their eyes, but to the great ma- 
jority of Americans the apprehension 
—the inherited apprehension—under 
which Frenchmen live is not easy to 
explain. The French Premier knows 
this. He simply asked us how we 
should feel if it was our soil that had 
been three times in a hundred years 
overrun by the same enemy. M. 
BRIAND proceeded to adduce evidence

division of tongues. The ‘* topless 
towers of Ilium” are preserved in 
SHAKESPEARE’S lines, though the origi- 
nals were burned several thousand 
years ago. And the ‘“‘ air-krave 
towers” of New York City have he- 
come the frequent theme of artist and 
poet, as well as of architect and engi- 
neer. 

But with the erection in TVifth 
Avenue of the new traffic towers, to 
be built according to the designs of a 
well-known architect which were 
awarded the first prize in a recent 
competition, a new species of towers 
comes upon the landscape—towers 
that will be seen by more people 
dnily, doubtless, than have ever looked 
upon towers of other varieties or 
species. The city should be grateful 
to the Fifth Avenue Association, whose 
enterprise and generosity have made 
an artistic virtue of this new necessity. 

GILBERT CHESTERTON, contending 
that a thing may be poetical though 
its name may be most commonplace 
and prosaic, uses a signal tower as his 
illustration, and defines it not as a 
structure of certain dimensions, but 
as a ‘‘ place where men in an agony 
“of vigilance: Ifght blood-red ‘and 
‘* sea-green fires to keep other men 
“from death.” One need. not describe 
these traffic towers with their triple 
lights in such heroic terms, but they 
have a significance which ohe whose 
progress is detained by them long 
enough for even a far-fetched appll- 
cation. will be able to appreciate. /They 
are, seemingly, tmperious towers,

He became such in May, 
1920, after having been out of Mr. Wil- 
son’s Cabinet for over four years, and, 
of course, when the question of pre- 
paredness was no longer the burning is- 
sue which it had been when you and 
your associates were deaf to it. 

I understand and believe, although I 
have no direct personal knowledge on 
the subject, that Mr. Garrison is still 
Democratic in politics. When he was 
elected to the Honorary Presidency of 
the league I doubt if any member con- 
sidered his politics. On the contrary, 
our members and the public generally 
probably regard Mr. Garrison’s connec- 
tion with the organization as proof that 
there is no political slant in our work. 

All right-thinking people will regard 
that Mr. Garrison’s resignation is more 
than ever demonstrated as the act of a 
high-principled statesman, as your arti- 
cle shows that it was largely instru- 
mental in forwarding national prepared- 
ness.

From Deficiency Appropriation Bill. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A deficiency 
appropriation bill carrying approximate- 
ly $104,000,000, or $86,000,000 less than 
the $190,000,000 requested by various 
Government departments, was reported 
today by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The navy asked for $27,000,000 
and was granted nothing, while the 
Veterans’ Bureau, which requested $121,- 
000,000, was allotted $65,000,000. 

The naval estimates were withdrawn 
after submission by Secretary Denby, 
who, according to a report of hearings 
held by the committee, said that ‘‘ con- 
sideration of all these items may well 
wait until the next regular session of 
Congress.’’ There was no further ex- 
planation. 

The deficiency bill, as reported, pro- 
vides that $40,000,000 of the amount al- 
lowed the Veterans’ Bureau is to be 
used for vocational training, and the 
$25,000,000 balance is to go for hos- 
pitalization. 

The Treasury Department is to re- 
ceive $26,000,000, of which $23,000,000 is 
for refunding of internal revenue taxes 
erroneously collected. 

A total of $6,500,000 is carried for the 
Postal Service, while the Department of 
Agriculture is allotted $341,000 for fight- 
ing forest fires, $150,000 for combating 
the pine beetle and $47,500.for enforcing 
the Futures Trading act. 

The Labor Department is to receive 
$450,000 for regulating immigration, and 
an additional $58,000 for the Ellis Is- 
land, N. Y., immigration station.

He stepped out of his car and walked 
for two miles at a brisk pace. 

‘‘ This is the exercise that brings sl-ep 
and refreshment,’’ he said as he re-en- 
tered his automobile on the outskirts 
Washington. 

At a reception late in the evening at 
the National Press Club, Marshal Foch 
responded as follows to the greeting of 
Avery Marks, the club’s President: 

ss I greet you as being the representa- 
tive newspaper workers of the United 
States. Here, in the nation’s cupital, 
you have correspondents not only from 
every important section of the country, 
but of the civilized world. Your work 
is of great importance and your re- 
sponsibility is in proportion to the na- 
ture of that work. You must gather th 
facts and present them accurately. 

‘*In every section of the United States 
through which I have traveled as the 
guest of the American Legion, I have 
met and conversed with scores of Aimer- 
ican newspaper writers. I- have found 
them impartial in their work, scrupu- 
lous in fulfilling their duties and more 
than cordial to me as a representattve of 
France. These men represent millions 
of newspaper readers; therefore, I feel 
assured that their treatment of me re- 
flects the cordial feelings of those read- 
ers toward the people of France. 

‘The American newspaper writer and 
worker is energetic, swift of action and 
endeavors above all to be truthful. He 
possesses a splendid spirit of patriotism, 
evidenced by the fact that your Wash- 
ington Press Club has banded together 
into a post of the American Legion. I 
greet you as comrades in arms, as 
friends and as real men of action.” 

Tonight he was the guest of the Y. 
M. C. A. at dinner at the Willard, the 
only function arranged by that organi- 
zation in honor of Marshal Foch during 
his American tour. The speakers were 
William Sloane Coffin, of the War Work 
Council of the Y. M. C. A., and John R. 
Mott, General Secretary of the Interna- 
tional Committee of the organization. 
Later in the evening Marshal Foch 
visited the National Press Club, where 
he was the guest of the Legion post of 
the club. 

Tomorrow Marshal Foch will visit Bal- 
timore and in the afternoon will inspect 
the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. That evening he will leave 
for Richmond. The following message 
was sent by the Marshal to the Rich- 
mond members of the American Legion: 

“‘On the eve of my visit to your his- 
toric city as the guest of the American 
Legion, I take this opportunity to ex- 
tend my greetings to Richmond, to Vir- 
ginia and all of the ‘Southern States. 

** The South furnished many brave, en- 
ergetic men who won fame in France. 
Naw that the war is over and won, the 
South, like other sections of the country, 
is devoting her man power to the work 
of rebuilding. This is what the entire 
world needs. Let us maintain peace 
with firm belief in that higher guidance 
which brought us victory. Thus will we 
all find happiness and prosperity.”’ 

Leaving Richmond, Marshal Foch’s 
next stop will be at St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis. He will leave on a three weeks’ 
trip during which his private car will 
be virtually his sole home. From Minne- 
sota he will travel through Montana 
and Idaho to Seaitle. San Francisco 
will see him Dec. 3. Then he will jour- 
ney across Arizona and New Mexico 
into Texas and then north by way of 
New Orleans, Montgomery and Atlanta.

Light Seen 100 Miles Away. 


York. It has lighted up wet patches in 
the sky at a distance of fifteen miles 
above the earth.

The light is now in use at the Tomp- 
kKinsville WLighthouse, where it was

Weather Bureau on the revelations 
made by the searchlight on the dif- 
| ferent strata of moisture which exist in 
| the air even when the transparency of 
; the air seems perfect to the naked eye. 

The existence of these layers of moisture 

has long been known, but the power of 
| illuminating them provides a new' means 
; for studying them, and may become.a 

valuable aid in analyzing weather con- 
ditions. 

An astronomer with the naked 
; can make a rough guess as to 

amount of moisture and ice particles in 

tne alr on a bright night by the com- 
parative steadiness of the stars when 
‘there is no great variation in moisture 
in the layers of air and by the excessive 
trembling and twinkling when there are 
Sreat changxes in the structure of the 
air from layer to layer. On some clear 
and cloudless nights telescopes are rend- 
; ered useless by changes in temperature 
|and moisture at different levels, which 
throw the light rays completely out of 
their course and make a blurred image. 


Effects Produced by Searchlight. 


Sometimes at great heights the seafch- 
light’s rays are reflected by half-formed 
clouds of irregular shape, in which the 
| moisture is still so rare that the stars 
| Shine through. This produces a faintly 
| glowing, ragged patch. Sometimes the 
‘underside of a cloud stops and reflects 
the whole beam. When this is seen 
overhead, a circular area is illuminat- 
ed. From a great distance, so that the 
j light is near the horizon, the observer 
can only see the edge of the Nght, which 


becomes visible to him as a bright line, 
{sometimes straight and parallel to the 
horizon, sometimes sinuous or slanting, 
according to the shape or position of 
the cloud. 

‘There have been some curious ef- 
fects," said M. L. Putterson, searchlight 
engineer of the Sperry Gyroscope Com- 
pany. ‘‘ Sometimes there has been a 
double light. The lower light results 
when the beam first strikes a cloud 
or stratum of greater moisture. Some- 
times there is a hole in this. Part of 
the light goes through and hits another 
cloud or mcist layer at a greater height. 
Sometimes the lower cloud has no hole 
in it, but is so thin that it reflects a 
small part of the light and lets the rest 
through. The remnant of the beam 
keeps on going and causes another light 
at a greater height. 

** Another strange effect takes place 
in a low fog, and it is here the search- 
light has its greatest efficiency for 
lighthouse purposes. Often a fog when 
it is very dense at sea level extends only 
about thirty feet upward. A man on 
the deck of a ship or on the street 
may see-very little, while a man on 
the crow’s nest. or on top of a building 
may be in comnaratively clear air and 
able to see considerable distances. This 
searchlight goes easily through the low 
fog bank, or through a comparatively 
thick one, and makes its usual Hght 
in the sky which may be seen by any- 
= Ngee stands higher than the fog- 

ank, 


Many Ships Watch for Light. 


‘Many ships coming into New York 
Harbor are now on the watch for it 
and report what they see. The great- 
est distance from New York that it 
has been observed so far is 100 miles, 
where it was seen from a ship. In 
a thick fog it will be quenched like 
any other light but in any other kind 
of weather it will notify ships at con- 
siderable distances that they are ap- 
proaching the coast. 

‘““One difficulty which would arise 
regarding its use in lighthouses would 
be the trouble a seaman might have 
in interpreting the light signals appear- 
ing so irregularly in the sky. After be- 
ing studied a while longer, however, 
undoubtedly a simple formula will be 
obtained by which a seaman can read 
the varying signals.”’ 

The instrument is a Sperry search- 
light, of the type inverted by Dr. El- 
mer Sperry, but is very much larger 
than any previously made. The 1,100 600 
candle-power light is produced on the 
principle of an arc light. The lower 
or positive carbon, is five-eighths of 
an inch in diameter. In inventing this, 
Dr. Sperry sought to imitate sunlight 
by including in the positive carbon the 
principal light-making elements in the 
sun. thus increasing the efficiency of 
pure carbon, which is, however, the 
chief agent in producing the bright light 
of the. sun. Smaller models of the

The State of Arizona’s title to 100,000 
acres of land fn Santa Cruz County, 
known as ‘f Baca Float No, 3,’’ will not 
be considered by the Supreme Court, it 
was announced today, because of want 
of jurisdiction.

The Government won in cases claiming 
damages against it caused by the rais- 
ing of the level of Little and Big Soda 
Lakes in Nevada, alleged to have been 
due to the Truckee-Carson irrigation 
project. by which water was conveyed 
from the ‘T'ruckee River to Cafffornia. 

Chief Justice Taft announced that the 
stay and supersedeas granted in_ the 
cuses of the Attorney General of North 
Dakota against the Farmers’ Grain Com- 
pany of Embden, N. D., and of the At- 
torney General against the Homer 
Farmer Elevator Company and others, 
would be vacated without prejudice. 
The State officials were enjoined from 
enforcing the provisions of the State 
law found to be in conflict with Federal 
statutes, but this injunction was sus- 
pended by a writ of supersedeas, which 
today was set aside, leaving the in- 
junction in effect pending the final dis- 
position of the cases on their merits.

Royal Geographic Society Names 
General Bruce to Direct the Ascent. 


LONDON, Colonel Sir Francis E. 
Younghusband, President of the Royal 


Geographic Society, announced tonight | FA 


that Brig. Gen. Charles Bruce, who is 
well acquainted with the region, has 
aecepted the leadership for next year 
of the expedition which will attempt to 
reach the summit of Mount Everest, in 
the Himalyas, the highest peak in the 
world, 

Colonel Younghusband said the time 
was past when General Bruce could be 
expected to make the actual ascent to 
the summit of the mountain, but that 
the idéa of climbing Mount Everest had 
been in his mind for twenty-eight years. 
The general has had wide eperience in 
mountaineering in the Himalayas, and 
no one, according to Colonel Younghus- 


band, is better fitted than he to handle 
the Himalayan people. 


A dispatch from London, on Nov. 7, 
announced that the expedition sent to 
attempt the conquest of Mount Everest 
had accomplished the task which had 
been set for it during the present year. 
The party had succeeded in reaching a 
point on the northeastern spur, 6,000 
feet below the summit. It was 
that a way to the summit from this 
point seemed practicable. 

Colonel Younghusband, who made the 
statement, s*id that the ernredition 
would be reorganized and a new leader 
chosen to take the place of Howard 
Burv, who would be unable to give more 
time to the project. 

Brig. Gen, Bruce was born in 1866, 
and has a distinguished record as a 
soldier, In 1910 he wrote ‘‘ Twenty 
Years in the Himalavas.”’

The defense of Newberry was 
directed by Senator Spencer of Missouri, 
and Senator Watson, both arguing thar 
Mr. Newberry had committed no crime 
and was entitled to his seat. 

“TI want to interject one suggestion 
into this debate,’’ said Senator Borah, 
‘‘ which I hope both sides will bear in 
mind while discussing this case. I 
want to know whether ‘this body pro- 
poses to lay down the rule that a man 





who selects a political committee is not | 


responsible for whatever that commit- 
tee does. If the Senate proposes to 
say that a man can select a political 
committee and then not be responsible 
for it, the Joor fs opened so wide for 
corruption that it never can be closed 
again. 


Declares Evidence Convincing. 


“The evidence in the record that Mr. 
Newberry selected his committee is so 
plain that if the same evidence were 
ever submitted to a jury in a case in- 
volving a question of crime, they would 
convict & man of the crime charged. 
I have made it my business to go through 
these reports and through the recofd, 


and before this debate closes I will sub- 
mit the uncontrovertible evidence of the 
fact that he (Newberry) did select it 
and that he kept in touch with it until 
the committee closed its business. 
‘*In political matters when a man 
chooses a political committee, to carry 
on his campaign, the committeé’s knowl- 
edge is his knowledge, and he is respon- 
sible for whatever the committee does.

Our aims being ac- 
complished, no one has theTight to shed 
another drop of blood.” 

It was said at the time that the Presi-

| answer to a question by Colonel House 
and Lloyd George: “ The conditions 
laid down by your military leaders are 
the very conditions which we ought to 
and could impose after the success of 
our further operations, 80 that, if the 
Germans accept them now, it is useless 
to go on fighting.” 

It was all over, and the protagonist 
of the grand climax of the huge drama 
was“ Woodrow Wilson, the accepted 
spokesman of the Allies, the Nemesis of 
the Central Powers, who by first isolat- 
ing them, through his moral appeal to 
the neutral world, was now standing be- 
fore them as the stern monitor, demand- 
ing that they settle, not on their terms, 
but on his terms, which the Allies had 
accepted as their terms.

Commerce Commission Makes 16 
Per Cent. Reduction Manda- 
tory by Dec. 27. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A positive 
order was issued today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission requiring rail- 
roads to put the approximately 16 per 
cent. decrease in hay and grain rates 
into effect on or before next Dec. 27. 

The order follows up the decision given 
Oct. 20 by the commission which declared 
grain and hay rates from the Mississippi 
Valley to the Pacific Coast unreasonably 
high, but which did not carry compulsory 
orders. The October decision instructed 
the railroads to make the reducticn by 
Nov. 20, which was not done because 
the railroads opened negotiations with 
the commission suggesting that a 10 per 


cent. decrease in freight rates on all 
agricultural products ve suvstituted for 
the larger decrease on grain products 
ay alone. 
ay order issued today made specific 
and definite the hay and grain reduc- 
tions. The original decision said rail- 
roads should reduce the rates on the 
products concerned by one-half of the 
increases given in 1920. The commission 
today ordered hay and grain rates be- 
tween points in Mountain-Pacific terri- 
tory at not more than 12.5. per ‘cent. 
above the rates in effect before the 1320 
increases. -Between points in the West- 
ern group, as defined In its decision, 
where 40 per cent. increases were allowed 


in 1920, the commission today ordered 


them made effective as 20 per cent.; 
between other Western group points, the 
commission’ held rates shall not exceed 
17.5 per cent. above the old schedules, 
and between points in the Mountain- 
Pacific group and points in the West- 
ern group the increase above the old 
1920 schedules shall be held to 16 2-3 
per cent. The effect of the order thus 
is to make specific the percentages of 
reduction in the territory concerned. 

The commission reiterated its decision 
requiring the roads to fix rates for 
coarse grain, such as corn, at 10 per 
cent. less than the rates on wheat. 

The Westetn group mentioned in the 
order includes territory between the Mis- 
sissippi and Illinois Rivers and the north 
and south boundary line on which the 
States ef North Dakota, Montana, Soutn 
Dakota, Wyoming and Nebraska join, 
and extending south to El Paso, Texas. 
The Mountain-Pacifie group lies between 
the Western greup and the Pacific Coast.

to define the issue in this campaign. 
I think for the present our policy 
should be one of silence and even a 
show of indifference to what the leac- 
ers on the other side, Messrs. Hay and 
Penrose, are saying and doing. This 
will, no doubt, embolden them to make 
rash statements and charges, and by 
the time you are ready to make your 
general appeal the whole country will 
realize how necessary it is for ‘you 
frankly to ask for the re-election of 
the Democratic Congress, In a speecn 
on Friday night, delivered at Phila- 
delphia, in urging the election of a 
Republican Congress, Will Hays said: 
‘“ We will bring the Government back 
to the limitations and principles of the 
Constitution in time of peace and es- 
tablish policies which will again binu 
up the wounds of war, renew our 
prosperity, administer the affairs of 
government with the greatest econ- 
omy, enlarge our strength at home 
and abroad, &c. * * *”

While it would seem from a reading 
of my confidential letter to the Presi- 
dent that we were engaged in preparing 
the wav for an appeal, we were simply 
doing what, other Administrations had 
done.

Cause of Fire Urdiscovered. 


Edward J. Worth, Deputy Chief of the 
Marine Division of the Fire Department, 
said the cause of the fire had not been 
ascertained, and probably would not be, 
all traces would be found to have 
been bruned or washed out by the time 
the firemen could make an examination.

Robert H. Todd, Commissioner’ of Im- 
migration for Porto Rico and member 
of the Republican National Committee 
from that territory, characterized the 
fire as an Independista plot. Mr. Todd 
said these extremists represented only 
a small fraction of the Porto Rican 
people, the great majority of whom, he 
said, were loyal to the United States, 
and looked forward to Statehood as the 
ultimate goal. 

Opposition to Governor Reily developed 
even before his arrival in Porto Rico. 
A delegation of Unionists had previously 
requested President Harding to appoint 
a native Porto Rican or to retain Gov- 
ernor Yager. The Republican Party of 
the island, however, had asked for the 
appointment of a ‘‘ strong man.”’ 


Reily’s Attitude Rouses Opposition. 


Mr. Reily, who had been President 
Harding’s preconvention Western cam- 
paign manager,-and a business man of 
Kansas City, was appointed. He took 
the position in his inaugural speech that 
there was ‘‘ no room in Porto Rico for 
any foreigner unwilling to suport and 
uphold tne 
and that there was no room in the island 
for any except the American flag. 

For this he was attacked bitterly, both 
in Porto Rico and by Porto Ricans in 
New York City. Alphonso LastrarChar- 
riez charged that he lacked intelligence, 
manners and tact, was dismissing from 
office every man opposed to his policies 
and was constantly overstepping the 
constitutional rights of the Porto Ricans. 

According to Mr. Todd, these charges 
were based upon the Governor’s refusal 
to appoint Independistas to office. 

Much of the difficulty, Mr. Todd said, 
had been caused ky Antonio R. Barcello, 
the President of the Senate and the 
leader, or ‘‘ boss,”’ of the Independista 
Party. Mr. Todd said Mr. Barcello and 
the Independistas had nearly a free 
hand under Governor Arthur Yager, 
Governor Reily’s predecessor, but that 
they had been unable to get recognition 
from Governor Reily. 


Break Follows Appointments. 


““A decided break came over appoint- 
ments,’’ Mr. “Todd said. “* Governor 
Reilly discovered on taking office that 


most of the offices were filled by Union- 
ists, recommended by Mr. Barcello. The 
latter gathered his followers together 
and forbade them to accept appointment 
at the hand of the Governor without his 
consent. He then wrote a letter to 
Governor Reily, nominating, according 
to Spanish custom, three men for one 
position. 

‘‘The Governor replied that he woula 
appoint only Americans, would not ap- 
point any Independista and would not 
appoint any man recommended by Sen- 
ator Barcello.”’ 

Mr. Todd said Governor Reily had 
not refused to appoint Unionists, who 
were loyal, and had, in fact, appointed 
nearly twice as many Unfonists to office 
as he had Republicans and Socialists, 


MEAT SHOP STRIKE ABATES. 


Kosher Union Reports 70% of Em- 
ployers Have Made Terms. 


The strike of 2,500 union workers 
which without notice closed more than 
500 kosher meat shops, beginning last 
Friday and nearly stopped the supply 
of meat throughout the lower east side 
district and Jewish settlements in ali 
parts of the city was declared last 
night by union leaders to be practically 
over, contracts with more than 70 per 
cent. of the employers having been 
signed. 

The workers walked out when their 
employers declined to renew last year’s 
agreement, which provides a minimum 
wage of $40 a week, increase the wages 
of a few workers and concede the nine- 
hour day. 

Union leaders said the strike had also 
been called to give newcomers in the 
business an “‘ object lesson in American 
organization methods.’’ They said a 
number of new shops had been opened 
bere by butchers recently arrived from 


Russia, Poland, Germany and Central | 


European countries who had failed to 
deal with the union.

At the call of Bishop William T, 
Manning about 150 clergymen from the 
Episcopal diocese York met 
yesterday at luncheon in the Bowery 
;}Y¥. M. C. A. to consider what the 
church as a unit and they as individu- 
als could accomplish in solving the prob- 
lem of unemployment. It is the _ first 
itime that the Episcopal clergy have 
been brought together to cope with 
such a situation, and Bishop Manning, 
in outlining the purpose of the meeting, 
said the Church wished to 
with all existing agencies. 
from the Bishop's view was 
W. OD. Bliss of General 
Seminary, who said: 

‘* The problem of unemployment is not 
one for the Church, but for the 
State. What we need is a better Fed- 
eral Labor Bureau and more employ- 
ment bureaus in the city. It up to 
the municipal authoritfés to care 
of thek eni.”’ 

Mary B. Van Kleeck, Director of the 
Industries Study Bureau of the Russell 
Sage Foundation; Bailey B. Burritt, 
General Director of the Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor; 
Roy P. Gates, Secretary of tne Joint 
Application Committee of the Bureau of 
Organized Charities, and the Rev. Dr. 
Archilbald R. Mansfield, Superin- 
tendent of the Seamen's Church §Insti- 
tute, laid the unemployment situation 
before the meeting, which was the idea 
of the Diocesan Soeial Servic: Commis- 
sion. Miss Van Kleeck, who partiei- 
pated in President Harding's recent con- 
ference on the unemployed, said that 
business men should call Congress to 
account for failure to remedy unem- 
ployment. 

‘* Unemployment,’’ she continued, ‘‘ is 
not so much a matter of individuals as 
it is the inadequacy of individuals. The 
church nas the oportunity of holding up 
a@ true vision for all the people, although 
the church has been playing too much 
into the hands of those who are afraid 
of experts. The first thing to consider 
in unemployment is what the man needs, 
and then determine what is best in com- 
munal interests.’’ She criticised the in- 
cident in St. Mark’s-in-the-Bouwerle on 
Sunday, when a French Canadian vet- 
eran, a Quebec tailor, was made the ob- 
ject of an appeal for overcoats for the 
jobless by Urbain Ledoux. Miss Van 
Kleeck said the tailor should have 
stayed at his trade in Canada and not 
have come _to this city to keep some 
other man out of a job. 

Mr. Burritt advised that the Church 
could be of greatest assistance in deal- 
ing with the permanent phases of unem- 
ployment, not entering into the work 
merely as an emergency measure, but 
maintaining means of relief. He em- 
phasized the need of aiding the unem- 
ployed family man first, and said that 
slackening of trade had hit these men 
hardest. He was of opinion that New 
York’s emergency unemployment pro- 
gram was not yet sufficiently large, 
adding that the clergy should co-operate 
with the agencies now at work. 

In presenting Mr. Gates as the next 
speaker, Bishop Manning said: ‘* We 
want the fullest possible understanding 
and co-operation between the Church 
and these organizations referred tu hy 
Mr. Burritt. Not only this, but the 
clergymen should become better ac- 
quainted with the social workers, and 
we would get back of them all in this 
work.”’ 
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Coats and Food for Recruits. 


Mr. Gates spoke on the needs of the 
single man who was jobless and said 
that he should not be overlooked, while 
Dr. Mansfield, telling of the work of his 
South Street Institute, declared the city 


was coming to regard the stranded sca- 
man as a person needing help. The task 
of formulating the course of action was 
left to the Social Service Commission. 

The episode of Ledoux’s appeai for 
overcoats in St. Mark’s also was noticed 
by Major F. T. Colby of the Seventh 
Field Artillery, in charge of recruiting. 

‘Tf those men who failed io get couts 
in St. Mark’s will drop in and see me, 
he said, ‘‘ I’ll provide each one of them 
not only with a warm, new overcoat, 
but also with all the clothing they need, 
and food and lodging to boot. In addi- 
tion, I will offer them steady work at 
good pay with a chance to iearn a use- 
ful trade. Certainly, any man out ot 
work and who really wants something to 
do could not ask for any more. ; 

‘*In-return for all that the only thing 
required of the applicant is that ne be 
morally and physicaily fit and willing 
to enter the Field Artillery service. 
There is no reason why any citizen of 
New York should give up his overcoat to 
an unemployed man. If the latter Is 
anxious to obtain employment, here is 
his chance. I can use 500 men if they 
will come to the armory at Broadway 
and Sixty-seventh Street any time, day 
or night.’’ 

Louis H. Sullivan, Director of the In- 
dustrial Aid Bureau of the City of New 
York, Centre and Worth Streets, sald 
that since Sept. 19, 11,378 appli- 
eants had registered for jobs at the 
bureau. He declared that the organiza- 
tion had sent 5,118 men to positions ard 
that 3,046 of them, or about €0 ner eent., 
had been hired. He said that 50 per 
cent. of the men who had sought work 
had come from the general laborer class- 
fication. and that among the remainder 
had been mechanical, electrical and 
chemical engineers, with from six to 
twelve years of experience and a:mved 
with references of high order. Several 
lawyers, he added, had also applied for 
work of any kind.

‘X-COUNTRY HONORS 
~ POR CORNELL TEAM 


Five Ithacans Among First 
Eight in Title Race at Van 
Cortlandt Park. 


BROWN OF CORNELL FIRST 


Winners Have Low Total of 18 
Polnts—Princeton Second, With 
87—Syracuse Third, With 108. 


There must be something in the atmos- 
phere at Cornell that makes cross-coun- 
try runners, for the triumphs of the 
Ithacan harriera in this field of sport 
have become almost traditional. Year 
in dnd year out, the Red and White 
teams, trained under the supervision of 
the veteran Jack Moakley, have carried 
off the honors in intercollegiate cross- 
country events and this year has proved 
no exception. 

Yesterday afternoon, tn the thirteenth 
annual cross-country run of the Inter- 
collegiate Association of Amateur Ath- 
letics of America, held for the first 
time over tha new six-mile course at 
Van Cortlandt Park, the representatives 
of the institution of learning on the 
shores of Lake Cayuga again scored a 
triumph, duplicating their performance 
at New. Haven a year ago. The victory 
marked the ninth time that the wearers 
of the red and white have carried off 
the honors since the first race under 
the present auspices in 1908. The only 
other members of tn¢e association who 


have succeeded in carrying off the 
championship have been Harvard, 
Maine, Pennsylvania and Syracuse, 
each of whom have been victorious once 
and only once. On all other occasions 
it has been a Cornell team that has 
been the leader of the pack. 

Not only did the men trained under 
the expert eye of the veteran Moakley 
capture the 1921 cross-country cham- 
pionship, but they also established a 
new Intercollegiate record for low scor- 
ing, finishing with the remarkably low 
total of 18 points, four points under 
the former record for the event. In ad- 
dition, Robert FE. Brown was the indi- 
vidual leader of the big field, the 
smooth-gaited Cornellian just nosing 
out his confrére of the same surname, 
Norman P. Brown, by a narrow margin 
at the tape after they had run abreast 
over practically the entire distance. The 
winner’s time was 32:20 5-10, and it was 
considered good, in view of the soft 
and soggy condition of the turf and the 
lack of stimulative competition. 


Romp fer the Ithacans. 


The race was a romp for the Ithacan 
harries, who succeeded in placing five 
men in the ranks of the first eight to 
finish, and six of the first ten. Follow- 
ing the two Browns, who had a lead of 


almost 300 yards at the end of the long 
grind, came Charles C. Carter in third 
position, George Miske in fifth, Charles 
G. Irish, eighth, and Milton B. Richman, 
ninth. In Seuring the team totals, how- 
ever, Robert Crawford, the Lafayette 
runner, who came in sixth, was eliimi- 
nated, as he was the solitary representa- 
tive of the Bethlehem college. This 
automatically moved the following run- 
ners up a notch. 

Princeton University, through the 
prowess of Marvin Rick, S, C. Conger 
and F. H. McKnight, finished second in 
the team scoring with a total of 87, 
followed by Syracuse with 108, Yale 
with 111, Penn State with 134, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology with 
145, Dartmouth with 181 and Harvard 
with 195. 

Maine, conceded by many as one of the 
dark horses of the event, failed to fin- 
ish in better than ninth, the total points 
being 229. Columbia was tenth with 256, 
Pennsylvania eleventh with 264, Colby, 
twelfth with 351, while training at the 
end came the University of Cincinnati 
team with a total of 377. 

Yale’s freshman team was the winner 
of the three-mile event tor yearlings. 
Vale also won a year ago, the first time 
that the event was held for first-year 
runners. The Yale total was 77 points. 
Pennsylvania was next with 91, two 
points ahead of the Syrdcuse youngsters. 
Cornell and Dartmouth were deadlocked 
for fourth place, each having a total of 
101 points. There was also a tie for 
sixth between Princeton and Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, each with 
117. Harvard, although it had one run- 
ner in the first ten. was eighth with 154, 
and C. C. N. Y. ninth and last with 261,

NEW BONDAND STOCKISSUES 


'To Replace Old Company’s Total 
Capitalization of $248,095,000— 
Cash Assessments Provided. 


after almost seven years of complica- 
j cated financial moves the reorganization 
managers of the Missouri, Kansas & 
‘Texas Railroad Company, comprising J. 
& W. Seligman & Co., and Hallgarten & 
Co., announced yesterday the definite 


j 


plan for the reorganization of the prop- 
erty. The plan has been accepted by the 
Directors of the road and the eighteen 
committees: representing securities dealt 
with under the plan, and will be declared 
operative by the reorganization man- 
agers when, in their judgment, a suffi- 
cient amount of securities has been de- 
posited. At present $55,000,000 of the 
$89,000,000 bonds involved have been 
| placed on deposit, and the balance is ex- 
pected soon. 


No committee is opposing the plan, it 
was explained. The stockholders’ an- 
| ticipation in the plan is to be under- 


| written by a syndicate which Speyer & 


| & Co. and the Equitable Trust Company 
have undertaken to organize. The syndi- 
cate is for $18,400,000. 

The outstanding features of the plan 
include the following: 

(1) Reduction of the fixed interest- 
bearing debt of the railroad from $146,- 
543,142 to $100,320,913, and of the fixed 
interest charges (including sinking fund 
payments) from 937,429,376 to $4,917,717. 
in addition, the new company is to have 
$57,500,000 5 per cent. convertible adjust- 
|; ment mortgage bonds bearing a con- 
tingent interest charge of 32,875,000, 
cumulative from Jan. 1, 1925. 


New Bonds and Stocks. 


(2) The total capitalization of the old 
|; company, stocks and bonds, of $248,095,- 
| 000 to be replaced by the new company’s 
|bonds and preferred stock aggregating 
; $182,320,000 and 783,155 shares of 
| common stock without par value. 

; (3) Assessments of $20 per suare on the 
$14,000,000 old preferred and $25 per 
share on the $63,283, 257 old common to 
provide $18,420,000 new cash for reor- 
ganization purposes, of which $4,042,000 
is to be used to pay off receiver's cer- 
tificates and bank loans, $1,275,000 to 
pay deferred interest under the plan, 
31,000,000 to meet next year’s equip- 
ment trust maturities, $4,000,000 to pro- 
vide the new company with a working 
balance and $8,103,000 is reserved for ad- 
ditions and betterments, and the ex- 
penses of reorganization. 

Officials of J. & W. Seligman & 
Co. said yesterday: “The  prep- 
aration of this plan has probably in- 
volved dealing with more numerous in- 
terests than any reorganization since 
that of the Southern HKailway in 1894. 
The road consists of 1,553 miles of 
main line and 1,590 miles of branches, 
a total of 3,143 miles of road, exclusive | 
of 229 miles used under trackage agree- 
ments.’’ 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas has 
been in receivership since September, 
1915. In this year the old company 
failed in its efforts to refund $19,000,- 
000 of short-term notes, although -it 
had continuously earned its fixed 
charges. Active plans were started for 
| reorganization immediately but they 
were interrupted by the war and Fed- 
eral control. 





Eightcen Bond Issues Involved. 


| ‘The financial structure of the old 
company was such that the reorganiza- 
tion plan has had to deal with the own- 
| ers of cighteen bond and two stock is- 
sues,’’ it was stated by reorganization 
managers. ‘Small issues aggregating 
$7,247,951 are left undisturbed. Some 
lidea of what the plan will accomplish 
toward simplifying and solidifying the 
'road’s financial organization may be 
had from the fact that it reduces eigh- 
{teen bond issues to two, except to the 
extent that holders of bonds issued un- 
der the old first mortgages, which are 
not foreclosed, do not elect to deposit 
them under the plan. Except for that 
contingency the new prior lien bonds 
will be substantially a first mortgage 
on the entire system, including ter- 
minals and rolling stock. That is true 
of very few existing railroad mort- 
gages. 

In a letter to the reorganization man- 
agers the receiver, C. KE. Schaff, calls 
attention to the fact that during the 
receivership capital expenditures on the 
property have amounted to $17,550,000 
on roadway and structures and $11,450,- 
000 on new equipment and improvements 
| to existing equipment, a total of $29,- 
| 060,000. In addition, operating expenses 
{have included maintenance charges 
|} amounting for the entire period to 41.03 
| of gross revenues. 

For the fiscal year 1915 the road’s 
| gross revenues were $32,453,462, from 
which figure they have increased every 
‘year, until for 1920 they stood at $72,- 

914,737, an increase in five and a half 
| years of $40,461,275. Since the resump- 

tion of full private operation the road 

has shown_an operating ratio of 80.19 

per cent. for the year ended Aug. 31, 
| 1921. In the same period the road 
| earned, after deduction of expenses, 
; taxes and rentals ,a balance applicable 

to bond interest of $9,715,009. This com- 

| pares with the proposed fixed interest 
requirements of the new company, as 
stated above, of $4,917,717, and ith all 
interest charges, including that on the 
adjustment mortgage bonds, payable, if 
earned, of $7,792,717.
